In 
re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 191 U.S.P.Q. 90 (C.C.P.A. 1976). This 
rejection was clearly set forth in prior Office actions, Paper Nos. 
34 and 31. 

(11) Response to Argument 

All issues raised by appellants have been fully responded to. 
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For the above reasons, it is believed that the rejections 
should be sustained.
